What  do  you  call  a  plan  that  allows 
you  to  complete  thirty  hours  of 
community  service,  plan  your  future 
career,  and  have  an  intercultural 
experience?  The  Centenary  Plan,  of 
course! 

At  registration  students  registered 
for  Service  Learning,  Career 
Explorations,  and  Intercultural 
Experience. 

Service  Learning  was  completed 
through  the  Unity  Program,  run  by 
Mrs.  Dian  Tooke.  A  student  had  to 
complete  thirty  hours  of  community 
service  in  one  semester.  Eager 
students  could  choose  from  a  variety 
of  activities  from  working  at  the 
Philadelphia  Center  of  tutoring  a 
child  through  the  CLEAR  program. 
This  component  was  designed  to  give 
students  a  chance  to  give  to  the 
community  and  get  something  in 
return. 

Career  Explorations  was  run  by  Dr. 
Welborn,  the  Centenary  career 


counselor.  Students  met  with  Dr. 
Welborn  for  a  total  of  eight  hours 
over  a  period  of  two  weeks  and 
completed  activities  from  learning 
how  to  write  resumes  to  how  to 
apply  to  graduate  programs. 

The  Intercultural  Experience 
component  of  the  Centenary  Plan 
gave  students  an  incredible 
opportunity  to  spend  time  in  another 
culture.  Many  students  fulfilled  this 
requirement  in  France,  Germany, 
and  other  countries.  Sophomore 
student  Monal  Shah  spent  his 
Christmas  vacation  in  India  and 
completed  this  requirement  while 
visiting  family  and  friends  there. 

Although  the  Centenary  Plan  has 
been  a  source  of  controversy  among 
students  because  they  did  not  receive 
any  academic  credit  for  the  work 
they  completed,  it  gave  students 
opportunities  they  would  not  have 
found  at  other  colleges  and 
universities.
